Officials request

Rutgers University has been 
issued a subpoena for poten- 
tially confidential records two 
weeks after a student commit- 
ted suicide after his sexual en- 
counter was broadcast online, 
the school said.

Media attention recently has been focused 
on the matter of LGBT suicide following 
the high-profile death of Rutgers University 
student Tyler Clementi, one of at least five 
deaths related to anti-gay bullying in a three- 
week span. 

Shannon Sullivan, executive director of 
the Illinois Safe Schools Alliance, said sui- 
cide and attempted suicide among LGBT 
youths is not a new issue. 

“[Bullying] is a real problem in our schools, 
and it starts as early as kids go to school,” she 
said, noting reports of children using slurs 
against gays as early as kindergarten. “They 
may not know what it means, but they know 
it hurts somebod/s feelings.” 

Last month sex columnist Dan Savage, who 
is gay started the “It Gets Better” TbuTube 
campaign (youtube.com/user/itgetsbetter 
project) in which celebrities and others record 
videos to send a message to LGBT youths that

life will improve. Tim Gunn, Neil Patrick Har- 
ris and Kathy Griffin are among the celebrities 
to support the cause with videos.

Sometimes stars use their intense wattage for causes that beg 
explanation. 

A glance at the letter feeds of Demi Moore, 50 Cent or Kim Kar- 
dashian proves that point. 

But sometimes celebrities align for a worthy issue. This week marks 
a much-needed constellation for the cause. 

I am delighted to see public influencers— including Tim Gunn, 
Ellen DeGeneres, Wendy Williams and Lance Bass — speaking out 
against anti-gay btxllying, an issue illuminated by a series of stories in 
the past month about young men who committed suicide after being 
ridiculed or otherwise attacked by less-than-compassionate peers. 
Perhaps the most attention-getting case is that of Tyler Clementi, a 
Rutgers University student who jumped off the George Washington 
Bridge. Clementi’s roommate, Dharun Ravi, secretly videotaped him 
engaged in sex acts with a man and published them to the Web with 
the help of an accomplice, Molly Wei, authorities allege. 

Some might argue what Ravi and Wei stand accused of is not bul- 
lying. But unwanted exposure on social media is an emerging form of 
pushing someone arotxnd, passive-aggressively and with potentially 
wider, more damaging impact. 

Even Bill O’Reilly recognized the devastating gravity of Wei’s and 
Ravi’s alleged actions. He visibly recoiled when “O’Reilly Factor” 
guest Gretchen Carlson suggested the duo “were probably good kids 
who did an immensely stupid thing.” 

“I don’t believe that,” O’Reilly interjected. “I don’t think you can be 
a good kid and plan that kind of stuff out in the cruel natixre that they 
do that. ... They’re bad kids, and they should have been raised better.” 

But not everyone agrees that the bullying warrants this much 
attention. 

A number of commenters in the blogosphere seem to be misinter- 
preting this movement as proof that we are an increasingly spineless 
society, unable to stand up to the time-tested tradition of bullying. 
These voices advise young people to suit up for a cold world. 

There is truth to the fact that we have to be thick-skinned, especially 
in our younger years. Everyone gets teased in some form or another. 

But not all teasing is created equal. 

Some gay or bisexual teens might not have parents they can run to 
for help amid harassment, particularly if those parents don’t know 
their teens are gay or hi. The double threat of rejection by their own 
families and continued bullying by cruel classmates make it easier to 
understand why a vulnerable individual might see death as an escape. 

Stepping up societal pressure to respect others and teaching the 
magnitude of online harassment is not overkill. It’s a small step in 
showing bullies the tragic outcomes their actions can cause. 

The bright glare of star power on bullying is a good kind of global 
warming. The world is cold— subzero, even— but we shouldn’t ignore 
the icicles.

RUNNING BLINDFOLDED FOR A CAUSE

Andersonville resident Edward Joseph “EJ” 
Scott is nervous about his entry into the up- 
coming Bank of America Chicago Marathon 
for two reasons. 

One: Scott previously has run only two half- 
marathons —both in the past few months. 

Two: The 34-year-old iO performer will be 
running with a thick, white blindfold over 
his eyes, flanked by guides to help him navi- 
gate the 26.2-mile course. 

In 2003, Scott was diagnosed with a degen- 
erative eye disease called choroideremia. He 
has very little peripheral vision and extreme 
difflculty seeing anything at night. He brings a 
cane with him everywhere he goes. 

“This disease attacks peripherally and 


then slowly erodes over time into tunnel vi- 
sion, and then nothing,” Scott said, adding 
that his younger brother and a young neph- 
ew also have been diagnosed with choroi- 
deremia. “It’s hard to get around, especially 
in a crowd.” 

But crowds are exactly what Scott will face 
Oct. 10, when he runs blindfolded to protect 
his eyes from the sun. He will be guided 
through the throngs of athletes by seasoned 
marathoners, but Scott said his training regi- 
men to date has been restricted to running 
indoors on a treadmill. He recently hit the 
20 -mile mark, but noted it “took a lot out” 
of him. He imagines the real course will be 
worse. 

“Em really worried because I can’t see any- 


thing and I’ll sort of be being dragged around,” 
Scott said. “I won’t know which way to go.” 

It’ll be worth mental and physical strain, 
Scott said, because he is running to raise 
money for the Choroideremia Research 
Eoundation, an organization he also has sup- 
ported by staging fundraising comedy shows 
and events. 

He also wants to run to inspire others who 
are visually impaired, and cast off the shame 
and even denial he reacted with when ini- 
tially diagnosed. 

“I hope I can get people to go out and do 
something that they may not have had the 
inspiration to do before,” Scott said. “. ..At 
this point, I have a hard time sitting around 
and not doing anything.”

Multistate manhunt 
for ‘honeybee killer’

Authorities in Illinois and In- 
diana have created a two-state 
task force to track down a gun- 
man who has killed one person, 
seriously wounded two others 
and terrorized residents on both 
sides of the border. 

Ballistic tests indicate the 
same gun— a .3 8 -caliber or 
.357-caliber Colt revolver— likely was used in 
the shootings in both states, Lake County, 
Ind., Sheriff Roy Dominguez said at a news 
conference Thursday 

Police released an updated sketch of the 
suspect, described as a heavyset white man 
dressed in a green windbreaker and a base- 
ball cap. He is believed to be driving a light- 
colored Chevy Cheyenne pickup truck, likely 
between the model years 1995 and 1998. 

“We’re using all of our resources, every day, 
24-7, until we apprehend the suspect. The en- 
tire law enforcement community is working 
on this,” Dominguez said. 

“Basically we’re checking out anything that 


occurred here recently where any- 
one mentioned the word ‘bee,’ ” Will 
County Sheriff Paul Kaupas added. 

The shootings occurred Tuesday 
in out-of-the-way locales along the 
Illinois-Indiana border after the man 
asked questions about honeybees 
and plywood. 

At about 10:30 a.m. near Beecher, 
111., two workers were shot— one 
fatally— as they worked in a fire-damaged 
home. A third worker escaped into a corn- 
field. About an hour later, police believe the 
same man showed up 15 miles southeast, 
near Lowell, Ind., and shot a 64-year-old 
farmer. 

The family of the slain worker, Rolando 
Alonso, told the Tribune he was a father of nine 
who was on his second day of full-time work 
after a string of part-time jobs in the last year. 

Investigators said the assailant ap- 
proached his victims with strange questions, 
asking one man about honeybees and anoth- 
er about construction material, then pulled 
out a gun.

Sheriff: Jail

A 15-year Cook County Jail corrections 
officer was caught in a sting operation 
and charged with attempting to deliver 
drugs to a jail inmate. Sheriff Thomas 
Dart said Thursday 

Timothy Fuller, 42, of Oak Park, 
agreed to smuggle marijuana and co- 
caine to an inmate in the jail’s medium- 
security Division ii building for $400, 
but the go-between actually was an un- 
dercover female officer, according to a 
statement. 

Fuller will be suspended with pay 
pending a termination hearing. Dart 
said. Meanwhile, a judge Thursday or- 
dered the officer held in jail in lieu of 
$40,000 bail. He is next scheduled to 
appear in court Oct. 29. 

An probe was opened after an inter- 
nal investigations unit “received credi- 
ble information that Fuller was involved 
in suspicious activity at the jail involving 
inmates under his watch,” the state- 
ment said. 

Investigators learned Fuller had 
agreed to smuggle in marijuana for an 
inmate in return for $400, but wanted 
the inmate to have a woman deliver the 
drugs and cash to him. 

On Sunday, Fuller called a phone 
number provided by the inmate and 
eventually agreed to meet the undercov- 
er officer away from jail when his shift 
ended at 3 p.m. Monday 

The exchange of drugs and money 
was captured on video, according to the 
sheriff’s office. 


Ex-Chicago suspects arrested after TV tip

Two drug suspects from Chicago have been 
tracked down in Mexico with the help of 
‘America’s Most Wanted,” nine years after 
they disappeared, the FBI says. 

Juan Carlos Duran, 34, also known as “Psy- 
cho,” and Dionne Garcia, 33, were arrested 
Tuesday near Tijuana, the agency said. 

The Chicago-FBI joint task force on gangs 
had been searching for Duran and Garcia 
since 2001, when both were hit with federal 
drug charges. Duran was charged with pos- 
session of a controlled substance with intent 


to distribute and conspiracy, while Garcia was 
charged with conspiracy 

The two were among 52 people charged 
in connection with “Operation Blue Water,” 
which targeted a Chicago street gang that 
manufactured and distributed PCP in Chi- 
cago and northwest Indiana, the FBI said. 

Duran fled after the charges were filed, 
while Garcia disappeared after being released 
on bail. The arrests in Mexico were the result 
of a tip provided by a viewer of ‘America’s 
Most Wanted” who saw an episode featuring 
them, the FBI said.

□ COPIAPO, Chile Rescuers in Chile have 
just another 292 feet left to drill and 
are expected to break through into the area 
where 33 miners are trapped by Saturday Chil- 
ean Mines Minister Laurence Golborne said 
Thursday 

Depending on whether engineers decide to 
encase the rescue shaft with steel casing, the 
33 miners could be extracted from the col- 
lapsed gold and copper mine within two to 
10 days after breakthrough, Golborne added. 

The miners have been trapped in a cham- 
ber since Aug. 5. They are in contact with the 
outside world through a small bore hole that 
is being used to send them food, water, sup- 
plies and other necessities. 

Rescue crews have been drilling three sepa- 
rate, wider holes to send down a rescue cap- 
sule that will bring the men to the surface. 
Those rescue attempts have been labeled 
Plans A, B and C. 

Mine engineers will have to decide whether 
they need to encase the shaft with steel tub- 
ing to prevent rockfalls and further collapses 
as they extract the miners. 

Once the miners are extracted they will un- 
dergo about two hours of health checks at a 
field hospital that has been set up at the mine. 
They then will be reunited with one or two 
immediate family members. 

Next, all 33 will be flown by military heli- 
copter to the regional hospital in Copiapo— 
approximately a 15-minute flight.

JAY CUTLER WILL MISS A GAME DUE TO INJURY FOR THE FIRST TIME IN HIS CAREER

Jay Cutler is well enough to be at work 
for the Bears, but not enough to start 
Sunday when they visit the Panthers. 

Cutler, who suffered a concussion 
in Sunday’s game against the Giants, 
looked fine in the hallways of Halas Hall and on the practice 
field Thursday, but the team made an early decision after con- 
sulting with medical personnel Wednesday afternoon to sit 
him against the Panthers. 

That means backup quarterback Todd Collins will start for 
just the 2ist time in a i6-year NTL career. 

Cutler will miss a game because of injury for the first time 
in his career, and the Bears will do what they have done so of- 
ten under coach Lovie Smith — spin the quarterback carousel. 
Collins will be the 15th starter during center Olin Kreutz’s ca- 
reer, a dizzying figure that has faded from memory since Cut- 
ler’s arrival last season. 

The Bears hope Cutler will miss only one game. 

“He’s making progress,” Smith said. “Of course, all we know 
right now is he’s not playing this week.” 

Maybe the timing isn’t all bad. The Panthers (0-4) are start- 
ing a rookie quarterback in Notre Dame’s Jimmy Clausen. Per- 
haps it’s time the Bears fired up the running game, and what 
better time to turn to it? But Collins still will have to make 
plays, and the belief is a week of practice will prepare the men- 
tally sharp Collins physically as well. 

Collins certainly has an interesting job. The pay is great 
and the pressure is minimal, but to keep it going, you have to 
perform when called upon, and it could be when you’re least 
expecting it. 

The Bears brought in Jonathan Quinn in 2004, importing 
him from the Kansas City Chiefs along with coordinator Terry 
Shea. Rex Grossman went down in Week 3 with a knee injury, 
and it was Quinn’s turn. In his seventh season, and never pre- 
viously tested, he looked terrified in three starts. Quinn was 
bounced from the league soon afterward. 


Collins has started only three regular-season games in the 
past 12 seasons. In six of those seasons, he didn’t attempt a 
pass. But he made the starts matter, leading the Redskins to 
a 3-0 finish in 2007 after relieving Jason Campbell in Week 14 
and guiding them past the Bears at FedEx Field. That landed 
the Redskins a wild-card playoff spot in which he was vdthin a 
quarter of engineering an upset. 

“The coaches always say you always are being evaluated, and 
that just doesn’t mean in the games,” said ColHns, who started 


17 games his first three seasons in the league with the Buffalo 
Bills. “Once you get your chance in the regular-season games, 
if you don’t perform well for whatever reason, the team aroxxnd 
you or yourself, you most likely won’t get many more chances. 

“There have been some long stretches being the backup guy 
when I didn’t get a chance, ^u just have to stay consistent and 
disciplined in your preparation year to year and week to week, 
because when you get a call like this, you can’t let your skills 
diminish or not stay up with the plan every week.”

especially with leaky goalie Ro- 
berto Luongo still around. 

As for the Hawks, they’ll finish the season 38-31-13 
with 89 points, according to the game. They’ll be led 
by last year’s cover boy Patrick Kane’s 37 goals and 
45 assists. Toews will net 31 goals with 46 assists. 

EA was kinder to the Hawks in 2009 and 2010. It 
predicted they would reach the Stanley Cup finals each 
season but fail to win the title. That was a good call in 
2009, but not so much in 2010. 

Thanks for the effort, guys, but we’ll wait for the 
real-life players to have their say Talk to you in June.

Roach coaches? Please. These days, food trucks are going gourmet. As a 
less pricey alternative to opening a restaurant in a tough economy, food 
trucks have taken off from L. A. to New York, and this summer’s Food 
Network reality show “The Great Food Truck Race” only cranked up 
the volume on the craze. 

Chicago has lagged on the food truck front, though not for lack of 
trying. The city of Chicago’s municipal code requires food to be pre- 
pared and pre-packaged in a licensed kitchen first rather than being 
cooked onboard a truck, which makes the food truckin’ life a challeng- 
ing one. 

While chefs encourage the City Council to consider a new food- 
truck ordinance in the committee stage, a few brave new trucks have 
popped up in the past few months, including the Meatybaiis Mobile, a 
brainchild of former Lockwood chef Phillip Foss and his wife, Kenni. 
We tagged along with Foss for his first official day on the street hawk- 
ing meatball sandwiches and doughnuts, or as he puts it, “Meatybaiis 
and other globes of goodness.”

and Burton’s maplewood syrup ($6) demand 
moderately sweet wines that can stand up to 
warm fall baking spices. A dense, late-harvest 
wine or a toffee-like port (such as the De Bortoli 
8-year tawny port, $20.99) will harmonize with 
rich pastry and dairy items, and if there’s extra, 
their longer fridge life will keep them around for 
further at-home pairing experiments. 

Further south, check out Hyde Park’s legend- 
ary cafe Medici on 57th. As a former Univer- 
sity of Chicagoan, I can think of no better 
de-stresser than grabbing a six-pack of stout 
or porter and unwinding with some adult ice- 
cream floats— chocolatey Great Lakes Edmund 
Fitzgerald porter ($8.99) would blend especially 
well with two scoops of coffee ice cream ($3.29). 

Nota bene: Just because it’s BYO doesn’t 
mean one should skimp out on the server. 
Include approximately two or three times the 
retail value of your alcohol in calculating the tip 
(especially when only ordering dessert) so that 
these great restaurants keep offering services 
like glassware and corkscrews to faithful bottle- 
toting patrons.

As a child, Diane Lane really, really wanted a horse of her own. Really “I was relatively obsessed,” the 45-year-old actress says, “starting with my 
rocking horse at age 2 all the way through my painting-and-drawing phase.”

MORE INSIDE 


What added challenges come from working with 
an actor who's not afraid to go to the bathroom 
in front of you? 

[Laughs.] Well, there is some envy there. They have 
a very healthy ego, these horses. And they have to do 
what’s asked of them. Otherwise, why bother, really? 
What’s in it for them, except there’s some invest- 
ment on their part, pride in what they do. I never 
thought about it much. 

Never thought why a horse wouid want to act? 

Yeah. What’s in it for them? Carrots? I’m trying to 
see the upside here. But spending time with these 
creatures, I was really taken aback by how much per- 
sonality they each have. And that they really do have 
an ego. It can be injured very easily. It’s hanging out 
there for everybody to see. They have no protection 
of their ego. All they can do is kick or bite or pout or 
be reticent to obey 


Do you remember where you were when Secretariat 
was actually racing? 

I remember him on the cover of all those magazines, 
which of course now I realize was the week prior 
to the race. I was in Europe traveling with a theater 
company at the time. I was only 8 years old, but that’s 
a long story When I saw a horse on the cover of Time 
and Newsweek and of course Sports Illustrated, I just 
felt personally vindicated. I knew that horses were 
superior to people. I could have told them that. 

How did you know? 

Just instincts. I preferred them. [Laughs.] When 
you’re a young child you pick a totem animal, and you 
just identify with it to the point of wishing you were 
that animal. 

When can we expect horses to rise up and take 
over society? 

“Planet of the Horses?” I want to be in that movie. 
I’m kidding. 

How would you compare these horses on the attrac- 
tiveness scale to your previous co-stars? 

Attractiveness level? [Laughs.] Well, I’ve always been 
partial to horses and their beauty It’s interesting, 
what makes somebody beautiful in the end [depends 
on], what are you looking for? That’s what makes 
somebody beautiful, I suppose. 

If a movie had Diane Lane, [your frequent co-star] 
Richard Gere and a horse, do you think peopie wouid 
even be abie to handie that? 

[Laughs.] I don’t have any comment. 

A iot of peopie throughout your career have said 
nice things about your beauty. Do you ever feei 
insecure? Wouid you caii yourseif beautifui? 

I’m sure I have moments in certain Lighting, but aside 
from that I try not to attach myself too much to that 
because inevitably there’s old age and/or death, so 
really I’d rather age. [Laughs.] 


Than die? 

Yeah. I’m thinking in terms of Debbie Harry What 
is it? “Die young, stay pretty” These are my heroes. 
What can you say? It’s so ephemeral. It’s so passing. 
It’s so fleeting. I mean, the fact that beauty and youth 
are so equated. I’m just grateful for what there is and 
am willing to go the rest of the way 

What goes through your head when peopie taik 
about Chicago? 

Class. Architecture. ’Tide. 

'Tude? 

Aeah. You know, street smarts and attitude. It reminds 
me of Manhattanites or Romans. They know they hail 
from a tough place and the/re tough, too, and not 
taking any crap. I just think of them as the salt of the 
earth, Chicagoans. You gotta be tough. Look at the 
summers and the winters you gotta endure. 

Aithough my Roman shieid doesn't heip much 
with that. 

[Laughs.] I was thinking more of the women. Have 
you hung out with Roman women ever? They make 
New Yirk women look like peaches. Oh my gosh. And 
Chicago women are pretty straight ahead; I like that. 

In the film you try to sell Secretariat's breeding 
rights for $190,000. Why don't ceiebrities do that? 
That seems like a great moneymaking opportunity. 

Really? What would you do with the offspring? 

To the highest bidder! How much couid Brad Pitt 
get for that? 

[Laughs.] Oh my God. You know, I would love to have 
this conversation, but we’re being tape-recorded. 

Next time you're here we can have an 
off-the-record one. 

That sounds like a lot more fun.

Do you think they know they're in a movie?

Comedy stinks at showing real life

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John Malkovich just doesn’t trust Mr. Ed 



Ask John Malkovich 
about the roles he 
most enjoyed playing 
and practically every- 
thing he lists includes 
a quality-related 
asterisk: 

» “Shadow of the 
Vampire” ... “although 
I wasn’t wholly satis- 
fied with the way it ended up”; 

» “Making Mr. Right” ... “a film that wasn’t 
very good,” and 

» “Color Me Kubrick” ... “a film that also 
wasn’t so good.” 

Regardless of quality, “Secretariat,” which 
opens Friday and stars Malkovich as the 
trainer who helped steer the namesake 
legendary horse to the Triple Crown in 1973, 
lives closer to the actor’s heart. The Benton 
native has loved horses since he was young 
and remembers sitting in the living room 
with his parents and watching Secretariat 
race. 

He’s never seen any of the Triple Crown 
races (Kentucky Derby Preakness, Belmont 
Stakes) in person, but the 56 -year-old actor, 
who hasn’t lived in the Chicago area since 
1982 and filmed his scenes for “Transform- 
ers 3” in L.A., knows the difference between 
a Kentucky Derby party and a Super Bowl 
party: “I think it’s more Johnnie Walker and 
less Schlitz.” 

At the Trump Hotel, the man behind 
“Being John Malkovich” talked about what’s 
inside his mind and how much he likes work- 
ing with horses. 

If I went inside your mind right now, what 
would it look like? What would I see? 

Nothing interesting. Mostly Pm trying to 
figure out what happened to my phone. 

What do you mean? 

I was in Miami and I think my BlackBerry 
either got swiped or I lost it. Or I was drunk 
and I threw it in the sewer. 


How often does that happen? 

{Laughs.} Apparently more than I thought. 
More than I was hitherto aware. 

How would you do if someone says, “We 
liked you in the movie— want to train our 


horse?” 

[Laughs.] I don’t think very well. Though I 
have a good relationship with horses, I don’t 
have any knowledge of what they should be 
doing or not doing. I think that’s all a pretty 
complicated undertaking, a little above my 
pay grade.

What are the additional challenges of work- 
ing with an actor who’s not afraid to go to 
the bathroom in front of you? 

Well, to make sure your costume doesn’t get 
any blowback is probably the biggest chal- 
lenge. I don’t know; they always say “Don’t 
work with children and dogs” or “children 
and animals,” I forgot which. But I always 
had a good experience working with both. I 
like horses; I don’t trust them at all, but I like 
to be around them. And I always had a good 
relationship with the horses Fve worked with 
or been around. They’re funny I did a film 
called “The Ogre” and my horse. Elf, this im- 
mense, immense horse, he’d get bored when 
Ed be talking to the director and he used to 
just come and sort of ... you know that thing 
where you kinda hit someone in the back of 
their knee? He used to do that to me all the 
time. Or come up and push me. I don’t know 
if he was bored or he thought the director 
was too intellectual or he was just tired or he 
wanted to go do something else. Or if it was 
just for fun. 

How did you respond? Poke him back? 

Yeah! And then he’d kind of sulk for a 
couple minutes. And on this film. Topper, 
who was my horse on another film, if he 
doesn’t get his bucket of slop and his water, 
he’ll make all kinds of a fuss. He’s like a 
union rep, and hilarious. And he won’t really 
do anything at all if you don’t give him a 
peppermint.

Norton sees results 
in prison drama *Stone’

For Edward Norton, it’s all about “collabora- 
tion,” having input on the character and story 
he helps get on the screen. 

“I don’t think it’s that unusual to want to 
contribute, bring your ideas to the script,” 
says Norton, who stars in “Stone,” which 
opened the Chicago International Film Fes- 
tival on Thursday “I’m not that different 
from anybody else in this business. I want to 
be heard and I want us to work together.” 

Not everybody finds the two-time Oscar 
nominee a team player. Last summer, it was 
announced he wouldn’t be returning to the 
role of the Hulk in the Marvel movies uni- 
verse. 

And in a rare display of bluntness, Kevin 
Feige, president of production at Marvel 
Studios noted “the need for an actor who em- 
bodies the creativity and collaborative spirit 
of our other talented cast members.” The 
message? Norton, 41, doesn’t work well with 
others. 

But for those willing to listen to what he 
brings to the table, the results can be worth it. 
His new film paired him with past collabora- 
tors Robert DeNiro (2001’s “The Score”) and 
director John Curran (2006’s “The Painted 
Veil”). 

New to the Norton experience was 
screenwriter Angus MacLachlan, who first 
gained notice with the critically acclaimed 
dramedy “Junebug.” The “Stone” MacLach- 
lan wrote for the stage and adapted into a 
script is different from the version that 
made it to the screen. His “Stone,” about a 
hardened prison inmate (Norton) who has a 
life-changing experience as he begs for pa- 


role, and the fundamentalist parole officer 
(DeNiro) whose life takes a turn to the dark 
side as he interacts with the convict, was set 
in the South. 

No matter the setting, the title character 
was going to have to be someone like Norton. 

“It’s a role that requires somebody who is 
dangerous and wily and smart,” MacLach- 
lan says. “Edward Norton certainly has all of 
those in his arsenal. He is so engaged.” 

The film was moved from the rural South 
to Michigan, and Norton set about interview- 
ing inmates, learning their patter, contribut- 
ing to the script. Lines such as “Man, I got no 
beef with you, I’m strictly vegetarian,” came 
from those interviews. 

“The most interesting part of the job is go- 
ing and meeting people and absorbing their 
life experiences, which are so radically dif- 
ferent from your own,” Norton says. “There 
were two prisoners we worked with and I 
can’t overstate their contribution to what 
comes out of Stone’s mouth. And there were 
plenty of guys who had the same look, those 
cornrows. These guys get into a kind of battle 
gear. 

“The character on the page was very, very 
different from what we ended up creating. 

“I didn’t have a bead on Stone himself 
What sold me and fascinated me was this 
process of two characters inverting— one go- 
ing from instability to a kind of stability, the 
other going from stable to unstable.” 

“Stone” is earning mixed reviews, with 
James Bradshaw at the Toronto Globe & Mail 
echoing others when he wrote “Edward Nor- 
ton steals the show” But critical hit or not, 
the screenwriter has no regrets.

The most shocking thing about “I Spit on 
%ur Grave” is that someone thought the 
1978 original deserved a remake. That was 
an artless, poorly made, leering, phenom- 
enally unintelligent chronicle of gang rape 
and intricate revenge.

sequences has been reduced. 

But don’t worry this one is still mighty 
dumb. 

The original somehow generated debate 
over whether it was misogynistic or feminist;

Sure, some folks get their jollies 
from seeing a woman extensively brutalized, 
presumably justifying their voyeurism by 
then enjoying watching men suffer tortures 
that are, to say the least, unlikely But for 
most, there will be no adrenaline rush from 
fear or thrill, or vicarious release from seeing 
tormentors tormented; one leaves feeling 
sad.
